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To  promptly  bring  the  matter  of  further  Highway  con¬ 
struction  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  under  new  appropriation 
of  $1,000  before  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission, 
under  date  of  February  12,  1901,  said  commission  was 
notified  of  the  action  taken  by  the  town,  and  a  hearing- 
requested. 

February  27,  1901,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  sent  in  a 
proposition  to  the  Highway  Commission  offering  to  con¬ 
tribute  the  sum  of  $1,000,  under  certain  conditions,  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  one-half  mile  of  state  highway, 
after  the  former  allotment  of  one  mile  should  be  completed. 
March  7,  1901,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Commission, 
stating  “that  the  offer  received  from  the  Town  of  Harwich 
would  have  their  careful  attention  when  the  question  of 
allotment  was  before  them.” 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  at  the  time  this  proposition 
was  presented  to  the  Commission,  they  were  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  one-mile  allotment  under  former  appro¬ 
priation.  The  object  of  presenting  our  petition  so  promptly 
at  this  time  was  that  the  work  might  be  carried  along:,  with- 
out  break,  to  a  completion  of  both  appropriations.  At  a 
later  date,  when  the  annual  State  appropriation  for  highway 
})ur})ose  was  awarded  to  the  different  towns,  it  was  found 
no  money  was  set  aside  by  the  Commissioners  to  meet  the 
sum  of  $1,000  for  highway  construction  in  Harwich. 

Wishing  to  know  what  the  prospect  might  be  later  on  for 
consideration  before  the  Commission  under  the  terms  of  the 
offer  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  reply  was  received 
from  the  Highway  Commission,  which  is  given  on  next 
page  in  full  : 


Boston,  Nov.  18,  1901. 
Board  of  Selectmen^  Ilanvich,  ]\fass. : 

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  the  Kith  inst.,  with  reference 
to  a  certain  amount  of  money  which  the  Town  of  Harwich 
has  authorized  your  board  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
Highway  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the 
state  highway  in  Harwich,  is  received. 

In  reply,  would  say  there  is  no  money  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commission  at  the  present  time  which  is  available  for  allot¬ 
ment,  and  there  will  be  none  until  after  the  first  of  January, 
1902.  Your  petition  of  February,  1901,  will  be  taken  up 
with  other  petitions  when  the  board  makes  its  allotments 
another  year.  We  suppose,  of  course,  that  the  vote  of  your 
board  taken  last  spring  will  be  continued  and  that  it  Avill 
apply  to  another  year  as  Avell  as  to  this  year.

It  is  desired  that  these  state  highway  questions  should 
have  your  careful  attention,  as  such  matters  of  public  policy

Feb.  f),  1901,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
oi’ganized,  and  it  was  voted  not  to  emplo}^  a  regular  medi¬ 
cal  agent,  but  engage  such  medical  assistance  as  might  be 
needed  from  time  to  time. 

During  the  year  the  following  licenses  have  been  issued  : 
Slaughter  house  license  under  provisions  of  Public  Statutes, 
of  chapter  491,  Acts  of  1894,  have  been  issued  to  Xathan 
B.  Walker,  Everett  L.  Ellis  and  Fred  W.  Baker. 

Under  chapter  124,  Acts  of  1901,  the  following  named 
persons  hai^e  been  licensed  to  kill  and  properly  dispose  of 
all  horses,  (that  may  need  such  attention)  issued  to  George 
Ellis,  Harwich  Centre ;  Xathan  B.  Walker,  Harwich 
Centre  ;  James  S.  Baker,  Harwich  Centre. 

John  A.  Baker  was  appointed  to  serve  one  year  as  cattle 
inspector,  also  as  ins])ector  of  slaughtered  cattle,  hogs,  etc., 
and  stami)  was  provided  for  said  business  as  the  law 
provides. 


A.  L.  Jones  and  Levi  Long  were  appointed  to  serve  as 
undertakers,  and  a  license  was  issued  to  cover  the  time  of 
service. 

A})[)lication  has  been  made  and  permission  granted  for 
the  disinterment  and  removal  for  burial  elsewhere  of  the  re¬ 
mains  of  live  deceased  persons  under  the  usual  conditions, 
and  record  made  of  the  sjime. 
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During  the  year  three  cases  of  contagious  disease  have 
occurred  (scarlet  fever)  in  this  town.  The  necessary 
quarantine  rules  have  been  enforced,  and  precautions  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  same,  and  after  the  recovery  of 
the  ])atient  such  sanitary  measures  were  taken  as  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  public  health.  No  expense  to  town  was  created 
in  this  department.

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Superintendent’s  Report. 


7o  the  School  Comoiittee  of  the  Town  ofllarivich: 

(tentlemen: — It  is  with  reluctance  that  1  apply  myself 
to  the  writing  of  this  report,  for  I  feel  that  while  I  may  have 
large  })lans  for  the  future,  very  little  at  this  date  has  been 
accomplished.  In  fact,  it  is  not  strange  that  this  is  so  ;  it 
would  he  strange  if  it  were  otherwise,  as  I  have  been  Avith 
you  for  one  term  only  and  have  devoted  nearly  all  my  time 
to  ac(|uainting  myself  Avith  the  conditions  (1)  in  the  town 
as  a  Avdiole,  and  (2)  in  the  several  schools  themselves. 

Kvidently,  much  thoughtful  work  has  been  done  here  to 
make  the  Avork  systematic  :  much  remains  to  be  done.  My 
present  plan  is  to  prepare  Avork  for  the  several  grades  from 
time  to  time  to  Avhich  all  the  schools  may  adapt  themselves  : 
the  character  of  the  work  to  be  the  same  in  all  schools,  the 
quantity  to  differ  according  to  the  ability  of  the  piq)ils  in 
the  several  schools.  To  do  this  some  changes  in  the  course 
of  study  Avere  necessary  ;  not  radical,  but  Autal  to  the  work 
in  question  ;  necessary,  because  tlie  conditions  make  them 
so:  not  ideal,  but  aiming  that  Avay  ;  not  permanent,  but 
sufficiently  so  to  be  a  trustAVorthy  guide  to  other  and  better 
changes  when  the  conditions  Avarrant.  In  this  Avork  1  have 
had  and  ex})ect  to  have  the  hearty  cooperation  of  tin* 
teachers.  For  myself,  I  have  no  thought  for  anything 
beyond  the  Avelfare  of  the  individual  pupil,  (believing  that 
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tlie  schools  exist  for  the  ])upils),  and  the  teachers  are 
catching  the  spirit  of  this  purpose. 

In  the  Hio’h  School  three  courses  are  now  offered — a 
scientific  and  classical  course,  each  of  four  years ;  and  a 
three  years’ English  course.  As  Mr.  Knox  will  no  doubt 
treat  this  matter  in  detail,  and  as  the  courses  themselves  will 
probably  appear  in  the  present  Town  Report,  1  will  say 
simply  :  that  I  believe  this  will  be  the  means  of  lifting  the 
High  School  to  a  much  higher  standard  than  was  possible 
under  the  previous  courses,  as  it  opens  larger  opportunities 
to  the  bovs  and  o^irls  who  are  ambitious  to  take  advanced 
work  in  college  or  normal  school  and  who  do  not  care  to 
spend  four  years  in  Latin  in  the  High  School,  while  at  the 
same  time  offering  a  better  and  wider  choice  of  subjects  to 
those  who  still  wish  to  pursue  a  three  years’  course. 

The  AVard’s  Method  of  Rending  has  been  placed  in  all  the 
first  grade  rooms.  The  children  in  this  grade  have  acquired 
a  reading  vocabulary  of  about  eighty-five  words  and  know 
about  thirty  phonograms.  In  five  weeks  from  the  date  of 
this  rej)ort  they  will  have  read  Part  1  of  Ward’s  Primer. 
The  more  advanced  will  have  read  more  or  less  from  some 
supplementary  books,  like  Stepping  Stones  and  Cyr’s 
Primer.  Blaisdell’s  “Story  of  American  History”  has  been 
placed  in  the  sixth  grade,  as  1  thought  Montgomery’s 
“Leadi no- Facts” — thouMi  excellent  for  seventh  and  eiojhth 

o  o  o 

orade  work — a  trifle  stiff  for  sixth  <2:rade.  With  these 

O  O 

excej)tions,  no  new  books  have  been  ])ut  into  the  grades. 
Many  new  books  have,  however,  been  [)urchased  to  take  the 
place  of  worn-out  books  already  in  use  in  the  schools,  and  I 
have  asked  the  teachers  to  see  that  these  books  shall  be 
covered — in  almost  every  instance  furnishino;  the  Holden 
Pat.  Book  Covers  for  this  purpose — and  to  keep  a  close 
watch  over  these  and  other  books  lest  thev  be  torn  or  soiled 


or  otherwise  ill-treated  heyoiid  reasonable  and  necessary 
wear  and  tear. 

New  teachers  are  at  woi’k  in  the  Harwich  schools  as 
follows  :  at  Nortlv  Pleasant  Lake,  South,  Port  Grammar, 
W'est  Grammar,  (centre  Grammar,  Centre  Intermediate  and 
Centre  High — Assistant — schools.  I  hope  there  will  he  no 
changes  daring  the  })resent  school  year.  Under  ordinary 
circumstances,  any  change  during  the  year  is  detrimental  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  schools.  As  teachers  are  nearlv 
jdways  selected  on  the  testimonials  of  their  school  com¬ 
mitteemen  and  superintendents  under  whom  they  have 
worked,  1  look  forward  to  the  time  when  those  testimonials 
shall  not  be  given  at  any  time  in  the  school  year  earlier  than 
the  middle  of  the  Spring  term.  1  rejoice  to  see  a  teacher 
making  strides  forward  in  her  profession,  but  for  the  good 
of  the  schools  I  shall  write  no  testimonials  before  the  middle 
of  the  S[)ring  term,  without  an  added  })rotest  and  a  reason 
therefor. 

1  believe  the  schools  are  at  present  in  safe  hands,  tlie 
teachers  working  hard  and  intelligently.  Secure  in  the 
confidence  of  committee  and  su})erintendent,  and  with  the 
added  cooperation  of  an  intelligent  people  alive  to  the  needs 
of  the  schools  and  their  best  interests,  there  seems  to  I)e  no 
reason  whv  our  teachers  should  not  achieve  the  success  we 
look  for.  Let  us  all  work  to  that  end.

Supt.  Fraiik  H.  Hill. 

Dp]ar  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit  the 
following  report.  The  past  year  has  been  a  very  pleasant 
one,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  need  of  any  extended  report 
regarding  the  High  School.  The  work  of  the  school  has 
been  very  satisfactory. 

Some  of  our  young  people  not  only  are  trying  to  make 
the  best  of  their  present  opportunities,  but  are  looking  foi- 
ward  to  more  extended  courses  of  study.  The  example  of 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Kelley  of  Dartmouth  College,  of  Miss  Mary 
Smith  of  Wesleyan  University  and  of  Miss  Harriet  O.  Paine 
of  Hyannis  Normal  School  might  well  be  imitated  by  others 
among  our  young  men  and  women.  The  past  decade  has 
witnessed  a  “phenomenal”  educational  progress.  Every¬ 
where  the  school  year  has  been  lenothened,  the  curriculum 
has  been  broadened,  the  facilities  for  education  have  been 
improved,  and  the  number  of  schools,  teachers  and  pupils 
has  increased.  The  students  in  the  high  schools  of  this 
country  have  increased  nearly  156%,  and  those  in  the  col¬ 
leges  148%.  In  the  high  schools  of  this  State  the  increasi* 
in  students  has  been  60%,  and  in  teachers  84%.  Philan¬ 
thropists  are  giving  yearly  millions  of  dollars  for  the  cause 
of  education.  A  liberal  education  is  within  the  reach  of 
anyone  who  will  work  for  it.  Our  boys  and  girls  should 
feel  that  the  best  education  they  can  get  is  none  too  good  in 
this  progressive  age,  when  everywhere  there  are  such  edu¬ 
cational  advantages  and  everywhere  so  man}-  are  im})roving 
every  opportunity. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  we  lost  a  faithful  and 
efficient  teacher,  Miss  Edith  H.  Moore ;  but  the  committee 
were  most  fortunate  in  securing  as  her  successor  Miss 
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3(3niiie  T.  Aiken  of  Danvers,  who  is  doiii<>'  excellent  work 
with  ns. 

\ew  courses  of  study  were  prepared  in  the  fall  term, 
which  the  first  and  second  year  classes  were  able  to  enter 
u{)on  at  once,  while  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes  are 
continuing  the  old  course.  Two  of  the  courses  are  four  and 
one  three  years  in  length  ;  they  will  be  printed  in  the  school 
re})ort.  The  scientific  course  will  give  a  good  fit  for  the 
Normal  School,  and  the  classical  course  will  enable  a  stu¬ 
dent  who  elects  Greek  or  other  college  requirements,  after 
“the  first  year,  to  fit  for  college.  The  latter  course  will  fit 
also  for  the  Normal  School,  if  the  student  elects  sciences,  in 
the  third  year.  The  English  course  does  not  require  a  stu¬ 
dent  to  take  any  foreign  language  after  the  first  year,  but 
he  may  take  two  years  additional  of  Latin  or  two  years  of 
French.

DEPARTMENT  OF  DRAWING. 


To  the  Super intendeot  of  Schools,  3Jr.  F.  H.  Hill : 

The  general  lines  of  work  followed  in  this  department  are 
live  in  number,  namely, — nature  drawing,  color,  j)ictorial 
drawing,  structural  drawing,  and  decorative  drawing. 
However,  one  cannot  be  entirely  separated  from  the  others — 
one  merges  into  another. 

Nature  drawing  is  the  representation  of  life.  Plant  and 
animal  drawing  are  the  embodiments  of  this  topic.  The 
aim  for  teaching  nature  drawing  is  to  cultivate  in  the  child 
})ower  in  imaging  forms  and  colors  and  expressing  them 
spontaneously.  The  drawings  are  fii'st  from  memory  then 
the  objects  are  studied  for  their  character  and  re-drawn. 

The  reason  for  teaching  color  in  the  public  schools  is  to 
enable  the  put)ils  to  know  when  colors  are  in  tune  and  to 
use  colors  harmoniously.  The  highest  pleasure  from  a  work 
of  art  is  not  received  from  the  brightness  of  the  colors  used 
but  from  the  proper  relations  of  value  and  hue.  Beginning 
with  the  brilliant  colors,  which  are  a  delight  to  the  child,  he 
may  be  led  to  a  perception  of  finer  qualities  of  color  and  an 
appreciation  of  harmonies. 

The  recognition  and  naming  of  the  six  st)ectrum  colors,  as 
shown  by  means  of  the  glass  prism,  papers,  natural  objects, 
are  first  taken.  Then  tints,  shades,  and  hues  of  the.se  colors 
are  afterwards  taught.  Later  the  harmonies  obtained  by  the 
combination  of  certain  colors.  In  design  these  harmonies 
are  api)lied,  (fireful  training  in  studying  and  making  color 
harmonies  develop  and  promote  good  taste. 

Tile  aim  in  teaching  Pictorial  drawing  is  to  develop  power 
of  observation,  })ower  in  imaging,  and  skill  in  representing 
truthfully.  Here  the  type  solids  and  objects  based  upon 
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them  are  drawn  and  the  principles  govei'iiing  their  appear¬ 
ance  taught. 

Landsca[)e  com})()sition  is  taught  under  this  head  and 
also  the  composition  of  ])ictures  of  famous  artists. 

Structural  drawing  cond)ines  geometry,  projection  and 
develo])ment.  It  is  the  expression  of  ideas  of  appro})riate 
form  and  beauty  of  structure  in  natural  and  manufactured 
objects.  The  aim  in  teaching  this  is  to  raise  the  standard 
of  industrial  art, — by  teachiiiij  the  children  to  know  and 
appreciate  the  best  ;  to  give  them  a  knowledge  of  the 
pi’inciples  that  underlie  good  construct iye  design  ;  and  to 
help  the  children  originate  beautiful  forms  by  the  study  and 
a{)})lication  of  these  })rinci])les.  Mounts  for  pictures,  yase 
forms,  and  other  common  objects  are  designed. 

The  aim  in  decorative  drawing  is  to  cultivate  good  taste 
in  the  arrangement  of  forms  and  colors  by  studying  and 
a[)plying  the  fundamental  principles  of  design, — order, 
balance,  rhythm,  consistency.  Designs  are  made  for  plates, 
book-covers,  tiles,  etc. 

We  do  not  ex[)ect  the  pupils  will  be  artists.  Probably 
very  few  will  l)e.  But  all  will  be  appreciators  and 
purchasers.  By  familiarizing  the  children  with  the  best  in 
structure  and  decoration  and  by  teaching  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  same,  and  applying  them  may  we  not  ho})e 
to  raise  the  standard  of  industrial  art? 


The  child  will,  we  hope,  apply, his  knowledge  of  arrange¬ 
ment  and  harmony  to  articles  in  the  home  which  are  perhaps 
ugly  and  ill-arranged,  and  even  in  the  choosing  and  arrange¬ 
ment  of  his  clothes  and  all  things  about  him. 

Drawiim  should  be  correlated  with  other  studies.  Ar- 
rangement  and  balance  should  be  applied  to  all  written 
work  on  literature,  history,  etc. 

Bach  school  is  visited  by  me  once  in  two  weeks,  the 
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regular  teachers  carrying  on  the  work  meantime  according 
to  the  schedules. 

In  the  High  School  all  the  instruction  is  given  by  myself, 
one  hour  being  devoted  alternate  weeks  to  the  class  in  free¬ 
hand  and  the  class  in  mechanical  drawino’. 

Durinty  the  first  three  months  of  school  two  teachers’ 
meetings  were  held. 

I  wish  to  express  my  satisfaction  in  the  general  interest 
which  the  teachers  have  shown  in  carrying  out  the  work. 

If  we  can  open  the  minds  of  the  children  to  a  feeling  for 
beauty  we  shall  have  accomplished  much.  Their  lives  will 
be  so  much  the  richer,  and  as  beauty  and  truth  are  so  closely 
allied,  it  must  necessarily  end  in  higher  ideals  and  finer 
characters.
